Pew  tipping  sites  for  industrial  refuse  have  heen  examined. 

A very  v?elcome  innovation  has  Been  the  meetings  hetA^een 
Members  of  the  Council  and  Representatives  of  Industry.  At  these 
meetings^  industrial  projects^  future  developments  and  present 
difficulties  have  been  discussed,  so  that  industrial  and  social 
v\felfare  can  progress  in  harmony. 

In  discussing  atmospheric  pollutioiij  it  must  be  stated  that 
the  indiscriminate  tipping  of  domestic  refuse  continues  in  many 
parts  of  the  area. 

Rodent  control  v/as  continued  during  the  year.  With  the 
co-operation  of  the  Rational  Coal  Board  inspection  of  Mines  was 
commenced.  Active  steps  axe  being  taken  to  control  infestation 
underground . 

The  incidence  of  new  cases  of  Tuberculosis  continues  to 
decline . I append  a table  showing  the  number  of  new  cases

The  waiting  list  for  admission  to  Tuberculosis  Hospitals  is 
smaller  than  when  I reported  last  year^  and  the  period  of 
wait.ing . is  considerably  less.  In  recent  years  noticoable 
advance  in  the  treatment^  especially  surgical  treatment,  of 
pulmonary  tuberculosis  is  evident.  This  has  created  a ne^N 
problem,  requiring  special  facilities  and  skilled  and  highly 
trained  personnel  to  solve  it. 

In  October,  the  Mass  Radiograpny  Unit  visited  pontlottyn, 
when1^12  persons  presented  themselves  for  examination.  While 
this  is  a small  proportion  of  the  population,  mass  radiography 
is  a new  feature  of  Public  Health.  Hesitance  to  accept  examination 
V'/ill,  no  doubt,  be  overcome  as  we  become  more  accustomed  to  the 
idea.

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INFLUENZA 


During  the  early  part  of  the  winter  , coughs  and  colds  • 

Vi/ere  prevalent  — "but  the  exiect^  as  laeasared  by  school  atbendanoe 
was  not  marked. 

About  the  11th.  of  January,  1951?  Influenza  became  prevalent. 
Medical  Practitioners  describe  the  commencement  as  explosive  in 
character,  as  'calls’  increased  markedly  on  one  day . 

The  Doctdrs  comment  that  the  'calls’  lessened  on  one  day  also, 
although  not  returning  to  the  pre -Inf luenza  figure. 

The  illness  was  of  three  types 

a)  - Gastr o-intestinal. 

b)  - Lespiratory  Catarrhal, 

c)  - Generalised  Aches  and  Pains. 

The  different  types  were  not  clearly  differentiated;  an 
occasional  victim  having  all  three  types,  but  the  general  pictmre  as 
described  did  emerge.  Members  of  a family,  ill  at  the  same  time, 
were  suffering  from  different  types. 

In  general,  pyrexia  and  malaise,  with  a temperature  of  102*_ 
lasted  two  or  three  days  - leaving  a cough  or  tiredness,  or  depression 
which  was  slow  to  determine.  Absence  from  work  for  one  or  tv\fo  weeks 
was  common. 

All  Doctors  commented  that  the  aged  were  most  upset  by  the 
illness  - especially  the  chronic  bronchitic,  or  those  suffering  from 
Pneumoconiosis  or  Silicosis. 

An  interesting  personal  experience  was  that  wrhile  staff  of  ^ the 
Gellygaer  Hospital  were  affected  in  such  numbers  that  serious  considerat io, 
was  being  given  to  sending  some  of  the  patients  home,  not _ one  of  the 
patients  in  the  Tuberculosis  Section  was  affected.  This  is  unusual. 

If  colds  or  sore  throats  occur  in  the  Hospital,  the  tuberculous  patients 
are  prone  to  'catch'  what  is  about. 

The  experience  suggests  that  v/armth  and  rest  give  people  an 
immunity .

Pneumonia  and  Influenza  totetlled  10,  For  the  period  6,1.51  to  10,2,51 
deaths  from  the  same  causes  totalled  2~j , 

Of  the  grand  total  of  57?  ^6  were  over  the  age  of  65,  and  of 
these  26,  19  were  males.

In  allj  110  new  houses  were  erected  during  the  year.  It  is 
probable  that  a large  number . v/ill  be  completed  in  1952. 

In  my  Reioort  for  1948,  I stated  that  there  were  1,3*80 
families  desirous  of  living  in  Council  Houses.  In  December, 
1951?  'th.Q  Housing  Manager,  Mr.  D.T.  Hopkins  reported  that 
he  had  1,600  ’live’  applications  for  Council  Houses. 

So  far,  the  Council  has  not  been  able  to  make  satisfactory 
provision  for  the  small  family,  many  of  v?hom  have  been  waiting 
years  for  a home  of  their  own. 

Heplacement  of  sub-standard  accomiiiodation,  urgently 
necessary,  has  not  been  undertaken. 

The  task  ahead  is  formidable,  and  is  not  made  easier  by 
the  difficulty  of  obtaining  suitable  sites.  Site  preparation  is 
expensive,  while  precautions  against  subsidence  add  to  the 
cost  of  building.

The  position  in  t95"l  is  much  the  same  as  it  wois  in  195^. 

The  promised  dust  extra.c-ting  machinery  for  the  Bargoed  po\''er  House 
has  not  been  delivered,  and  the  town  continues  to  suffer. 


A number  of  meetings  bet^/.'een  the  Council  and  officers  of  the 
Coal  Board  tool  place  to  discuss  dust  problems.  It  is  promised 
that  1952  vjill  see  the  installation  of  dust  extractoi's  at  Bargoed 
Power  House . 

The  tipping  of  boiler  ash  at  Pengain  is  to  be  discontinued 
almost  entirely.  The  Coal  Bosird  has  undertaken  to  level  a major 
part  of  the  tip  - the  Council  has  sewn  grass  seed  on  it.  Before 
long  it  is  hoped  that  nex^j  playing  fields  will  replace  the  tip  that 
has  caused  so  much  trouble . 


But;,  tlie  liiodern  electricity  generating  station  requires 
tipping  ground  for  its  boiler  ash.  A new  site  has  been  agreed  upon 
at  Hantllan.  Unfortunately^  this  necessitates  the  hauling  of 
ash  through  the  laain  street  a:t  Bargoed.  To  sivoid  both  nuisance  and 
tipping  problems^  the  ash  must  be  neither  too  dry  nor  too  wret.  A 
complete  solution  of  this  problem  has  not  yet  been  founds  but 
arrangements  are  being  made  ’wliich  \/ill  solve  the  difficulties. 

I am  happy  to  report  that  co-operative  efforts  are  being  made ^ 
not  only  to  avoid  difficulties^  but  also  to  reclaim  land  to  create 
open  speices  ana  playing  fields  to  benefit  the  community. 

In  Aprils  the  Council  set  up  a Station  for  the  measurement  of 
atmospheric  pollution.  The  instruxiients  measure  reiinfall^  deposited 
matter  and  sulphur  dioxide , 

The  instruments  ai'e  calibrated  by  the  Department  of 
Scientific  and  Industrial  Haseeircli  so  that  results  obtained  from  all 
parts  of  the  c 0 unt r y can  be  c 0 mp ar e d . 

The  measurement  of  deposited  matter  indicates  tho  amount  of 
ash  and  grit  in  the  air; while  sulphur  dioxide  is  a gas  which  is 
produced  by  the  burning  of  coal.  This  gas  in  the  presence  of  water 
and  air  is  sloY^ly  converted  into  sulphuric  acid. 

Headings  should  be  taken  for  a number  of  years  before 
’average’  figures  can  be  found.  The  readings  at  the  Grell^^gaer

OBSURYaTIONS 


The  Board  completed  the  rebuilding  of  Rhyniney  Bridge 
Pilterhouse  during  the  early  jpart  of  the  year,  including  the 
complete  rearrangements  and  improvement  of  chlorination  equipment 
and  housing.  Supplies  were  v/ell  maintained  throughout  the  area  v/ith 
the  exception  that  restrictions  were  necessarily  applied  for  a period 
from  10th.  July  to  28th.  August  to  areas  north  of  Bargoed,  In 
January, 1952  the  Board  completed  the  laying  of  a 9”  pipeline  from 
Dowlais  to  Rhymney  Bridge  Reservoir,  which  now  enables  the  Board 
to  obtain  a sufficient  quantity  of  v/ater  from  Taf  Fechan  Water 
Supply  Board  to  provide  adequate  supplies  in  northern  districts, thus 
avoiding  the  necessity  for  restrictions  ”. 
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In  addition  to  the  analyses  made  by  Mr.  J&xmesj  the  engineer 
tc  Ahe  Hhyniney  Yalley  h''ater  Boards  a number  of  samples  were  submitted 
to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  by  the  Council’s  Health  Department. 

' In  August^  it  became  apparent  that  the  water  supply  from  the 
Deri  Heservoir  was  not  being  maintained  at  a uniformly  high  state  of 
purity . 

In  conjunction  with  the  .Engineer ^ an  examination  of  the  position 
was  made  - and  alterations  brought  about. 

During  this  periodj  the  consumers  of  the  Deri  Heservoir  wrater 
’enjoyed'  a safe  but  slightly  unpalatable  water.  As  reported  to  the 
Health  Conmiittee  at  the  time^  it  v/as  regrettable  to  see  that  the 
Pieservoir  was  used  by  children  as  a dumping  place  for  tins  and  ■ 
other  refuse .

In  Pebruary,  1950^  'tPe  Council  adopted  the  model  Byelaws 
in  connection  \/ith  the  Handling fJrapping  emd  Delivery  of  Pood 
and  Sale  of  pood  in  the  Open  Air. 

The  Sanitary  Inspectors  made  a point  of  distribubing  a 
copy  to  the  management  of  all  food  shops,  and  discussing  the 
Byelaws  with  the  people  concerned. 

In  addition,  there  has  been  a w'ide  distribution  of  the 
■■'Dogs  in  Pood  Shops"  notices.-,  Keepers  of  Pood  Shops  readily 
agreed  to  give  prominence  to  these  notices. 

Ho  outbreak  of  food  poisoning  occurred  during  the  year. 
TA70  isolated  cases  of  Salmonella  Typhimurium  occurred;  one  in  a 
patient  in  hospital  and  the  other  in  an  infant  fed  on  dried  milk. 
Examination  of  contacts  and  relatives  v/ere  negative.

of  Pood  Handling  and  Pacilities  available  for  personal  hygiene 
in  all  Pood  Shops, 

Cafes  and  Licensed  House.s 


These  premises  have  all  been  visited  and  inspections  made. 

V/e  were  well  received  generally  by  the  traders,  wfho  were  ready  to 
discuss  conditions  and  receive  any  advice  we  were  able  to  give. 

Much  improvement  had  been  carried  out  as  a result  of  enlightened 
information  circulated  by  Trades  Organisaticns  through  their 
respective  journals  and  our  visits  were ^ in  many  cases,  anticipated. 
All  the  Cafes  and  Licensed  Houses  in  the  area  now  have  available 
adequate  Sanitary  Accommodation  and  provision  of  Hot  and  Cold  V^ater 
for  the  Y/ashing  of  utensils  and  for  personal  hygiene  for  those 
engaged  in  handling  and  serving  food.  Many  of  the  larger  shops, 
also,  have  these  facilities  . In  some  of  the  smaller  ones, 
difficulties  arise  owing  to  structural  conditions  and  terms  of 
tenancies,  .^very  effort  is  being  made  to  overcome  these.

The  question  of  rats  in  Collieries  has  received  a good  deal 
of  consideration  in  the  Department,  18  visits  have  heen  made  by 
the  Hodent  Officers  to  the  6 Collieries  in  the  area  and  in  some 
cases  very  heavy  infestations  were  reported.  The  fullest 
co-operation  has  always  been  given  by  the  officials  and  staff  of 
the  National  Coal  Board  and  I believe  that  we  may  anticipate  that 
greater  interest  and  more  effective  measures  will  in  future  be 
taken  by  the  Board  to  ensure  effective  control  in  the  mines .
